A 80UTHERN DESPERADO PAYS THE 
PENALTY OF HIS CRIME.

A Large Crowd of People Attracted to 
Yaldosta, Georgia, Where the Quadru- 
ple Murderer li Legally Kxe«uted— A 
Short History of Hie Crime*. 

Valdosta. Oa., July )9.— The h. riging of 
the murderer Dick Townsend In this place 
drew a great crowd of curious people. Town- 
lend wm a negro of powerful build, and 
wai feared alike by black and white. He 
appeared In Bradford county, Florida, about 
four year* ago, being then nineteen yean of 
age, and hailing from Lowndes oouuty, 
Georgia, where his character wai that of a 
■thirsty desperado. About that time 
he had a companion named Lowry, with 
whom he was always to be seen. 

One day Lowry's dead body was found In 
the woods covered with knife wounds. The 
general belief was that Townseud was the 
murderer, but there was mi evidence against 
him and no legal steps were taken. From 
nsend became more and more 
notorious. He was at a dance in Columbia 
county, Florida, one night, when a colored 
belle refusal to danco with him. He imme- 
diately pulled out his revolver and tired, seri- 
ously wounding the woman, and covering the 
astonished dancers with his weapon, effected 
his escape. Several times since then he has 
mad* visit* to Bradford county, always leav- 
evidenoeof his despera- 
tion. 

It was atamt the 
1MB, that 

ostensibly in search of work. Mr. D. C. 
Cohen had large contracts for the furnishing 
af railroad ties, and in making his trips to 
the woods with supplies for bis man, h* al- 
ways carried with him large sums of money. 
To him Townsend went and secured employ- 
ment, and accompanied the unsuspecting 
man on his next trip to the woods. From 
that trip Cohen never returned, for be was 
found by the roadside murdered, and Town- 
send and the team was missing. Eight thou- 
sand dollars were taken from Cohen's pocket. 

Posses'' was formed to pursue the murderer 
and liberal rewards were offered for his 
capture. Townsend, finding himself closely 
pressed abandoned the team and took to the 
wood, taking some of the more valuable ar- 
ticles and a liberal quantity of ammunition. 
Being Intercepted by Luke McCormick, also 
colored, Towusend shot him down aud kept 
on his way. Sheriff Epperson, ot Bradford 
county, one of the bravest men in Florida, 
got on to Townseud's track and determined 
to hunt his game until it was bagged. On 
Christmas day Eppersou reached Valdosta, 
where he learned that Towusend had been 
seen that morning, and that he bad a wife 
who lived in a log cabin on the Braswell 
plantation. Epperson secured the services of 
Policeman W. A. Cooper and a neuro gui ie. 
Mr. Nelson, the liveryman of whom they 
volunteered to accompany 
tear and bright, and 
they alighted for the 
attack. The colored guide was first sent to 
the cabin to decoy To* nsend out, but the 
negro was suspicious and would neither talk 
nor leave the cabin. Mr. Epperson, although 
warned of the danger, determined to go him- 
self and attempt the capture of the desperado. 
Sending Policeman Cooper to the rear of the 
building, he boldly advanced. Nelson keeping 
up with him. Reaching the door the Sheriff 
demanded entrance, but no response came. 
Throwing hU shoulder against the door, Ep- 
person gave it a shove. It yielded, and be 
" >'l within. The sharp report of a pistol 
uud the sheriff fell mortally wounded. By 
the flash of the weapon Nelson swut a ball 
within, when a rush was made to the door, 
and it was slammed in Nelson's face. 

Hearing the two shot* almost simultane- 
ously Policeman Cooper thought both men 
were shot down. He ran around to the door, 
pushed it open and Was greeted with a shot 
which came from the murderer, who ot o 1 at 
i>ay in the far corner of the room, which en- 
tered Cooler's shoulder. Cooper and Nelson 
then retired until they could procure help, 
being convinced that Epperson was dead. 
When the news reached Valdosta Marshal 
Barnett organized another posse and went to 
the sheriffs relief. The cabin was silent, 
with not a sign of life In it Daylight had 
(•aim and with it a better chauoe for observa- 
tion. The door was forced open. There lay 
Sheriff Epperson, not yet dead, but in a 
comatose condition. Townsend had escaped 
through the open window in the rear, and 
the tracks of himself and wif* led to th«
